— Such  rules  are 
alike  ufelc-ls  to  the  learned  and  un- 
learned ; fir  the  former  can  do  with- 
out them',  and  they  are  of  no  lervice 
to  the  latter. 

Rem.  iv.  p.  6t  Rule  3.  “ Differ - 
ent  nouns  conneefted  by  a disjunctive 
conjunction  require  a fingular  verb.” 
Our  profound  Grammarian  has  in 
this  rule  infinitely  furpaffc-d  all  Ins 
predeedfors,  who  had  reftriCted  it 
to  nouns  of  the  fingular  number  on- 
ly j but  it  belonged  to  the  compre- 
henfive  mind  of  this  great  malter  of 
language  to  difcover,  that  the  rule 
might  he  extended  to  all  nouns  in 
general  whether  fingular  or  plural. 

The  beauty  and  elegance  of  this 
improvement  will  appear  from  the 
following  examples: 

When  the  fields  or  meadows  is 
green ■ When  sighs,  groans,  cri.s 
or  lamentations  is  beard  no  more. — 
The'  mental perfeSlions  or  the  perso- 
nal graces  is  not  wanting.  In  all 
thefe  examples  “ different  nouns 
are  connected  bv  a disjunctive  con- 
junction,” agreeably  to  the  rule. 

Rem.  v.  p.  ib.  Note • Sometimes 
the  verb  is  ufed  in  the  Angular  nutn 
her  after  fovcral  fubjeCts  or  noniina 
tivis,  connected  with  a copulative 
conjunction,  being  foppofed  to  have 
a feparate  reference  to  each  of 
them.  This  is  more  efpecially  the 
cafe  when  lha  fubjeCts  are  nearly 
allied  to  each  other  in  figmfication  ;

ive of  many  advantages.  Harmony 
and  love  is  to  He  preferred  before 
difeord  and  haired.”

Mr.  CURRAN’S  SPEECH. 


[The  Hiftorv  of  Ireland  is  a chequered 
narration  ot  oppreflion,  revolution  and 
ruin.  The  gallant  1'ons  of  Erin  have 
alternately  llruggled  in  attempts  at 
l.berty,  and  in  the  agonies  of  execu- 
tions for  treafons.  Unfeeling  and 
miferably  degraded  mud  be  thatmind, 
which  can  view  without  (huddering, 
valor,  genius  and  honor,  prolirate  be- 
fore the  omnipotence  of  power.  In 
this  devoted  country,  anarchy  is  the 
rule  ot  order— -penury  and  perfecution 
the  reward  of  virtue.  The  laborer 
goes  forth  to  his  work,  and  returns  to 
a itarving  family,  the  mournful  mef- 
lenger  of  accumulated  want.  The 
mechanic  and  the  manufacturer  feek 
,in  their  ingenuity  the  comforts  of 
competence,  while  extortion  deprives 
.them  of  the  necelfaries  of  life.  Hu- 
manity weeps  over  the  diftrefles  of 
Ireland.  There  does  despotism  fway 
unlimited  her  iron  feeptre.  There 
does  innocence  languith  in  dungeons, 
and  the  gallows  marks  patriotism  for 
its  peculiar . victim.  But  faint  and 
feeble,  and  unmeaning,  mult  be  our 
defeription,  compared  with  the  anima- 
ted and  glowing  picture,  pourtrayed 
by  the  matchlefs  genius  of  Cur ran. 
The  pencil  of  Curran  can  alone  do 
jultice  to  the  interelting  feenes,  on 
which  it  is  employed.  Well  may  he 
be  impreffive,  for  deeply  has  he  drank 
in  the  cup  of  his  country 's  forrows. 
The  execution  of  thonfands  of  his  fel- 
low country  then,  the  facrifice  of  an  in- 
tended Ton  in-law — the  amiable,  the 
accomplifiied,  the  intelligent  and  pa- 
triotic Emmett,  the  eonfequent  oif- 
appointment  anddiltraftion  of  adaugb- 
ter,  would  have  routed  his  feelings 
from  the  molt  torpid  indifference.... 
But  the  lenfibility  of  Curran  needed 
not  fuch  incitements.  Liberty  had 
chofen  him  for  his  own,  and  in  the 
deftruction  of  this  idol  of  his  hopes, 
every  fentiment  of  his  foul  l’ecms 
\ agitated. 

Til  prelcnting  to  our  readers  the  fubfe- 
quent  difplay  of  fplendid,  independent 
and  dignified  eloquence,  from  this  un- 
rivalled orator,  we  forbear  to  comment 
on  the  caufcs  which  produced  it.... 
Upon  sucb  subjects,  language  must  in- 
deed lag  behind  the  rapidity  of  feeling . 
Let  it  be  remembered,  however,  that  a 
government,  which  could  authorize, 
Rnd  a judicature,  which  could  fandtion 
thefe  proceedings,  impioully  alTumes 
the  attribute  of  justice,  and  boails  of 
mercy  in  its  adminiflration  ! This 
inimitable  effufion  of  glowing  and 
fplendid  eloquence  was  produced  in 
defence  of  Mr,  Finerty.  Finf.R- 
tv  was  printer  of  the  celebrated  pa- 
per called  the  “ Press;’’  the  only  cnc 
that  then  dared  to  fpeak  for  the  peo- 
ple, and  to  denounce  their  opprefiors. 
He  was  profecuted  for  “ bringing  the 
government  into  contempt,”  by  ptib- 
iilhing  a flatement  of  the  trial  oI’Wm. 
Orr,  who  was  fentenced  to  the  leaf- 
fold,  upon  the  evidence  of  a perjured 
common  informer.  Curren  did  not 
expedl  to  take  any  part  in  the  trial  ; 
nor  did  he  receive  licenfe  ’till  the  jury 
were  fworn.]  ' Aegis.

FEW  men  fee,  at  once,  that  they 
cannot  be  hurt  fo  much  as  they 
think  by  the  mere  battery  of  a 
newfpaper.  They  do  not  reflect 
that  every  character  has  a natdrall 
Ration  from  which  it  cannot  he  ef- 
fe£lually  degraded,  and  beyond 
which  it  cannot  be  railed  by  the 
bawling  of  a ne'vf-hawker.  It  it  is 
■wantonly  afperfed,  it  is  but  for  a 
feafon,  and  that  a ihort  one,  and  it 
emerges  like  the  moon  from  a pats- 
ing cloud  to  whatever  original 
brightnefs  it  poffetfed.  It  is  right, 
however,  that  it  is  law,  and  that 
you  lliould  hold  the  drifted  hand 
over  this  kind  of  animadverlion, 
that  forces  humility  and  innocence 
from  their  retreat  into  the  glare  of 
public  view;  that  wounds  and  ter- 
rifies ; that  deftroys  the  cordiality 
and  the  peace  of  domeftic  life  ; and 
that  without  eradicating  a lingle 
vice,  or  a lingle  folly,  plants  a tnou- 

fand  thorns  in  the  human  heart.

The  learned  counfel  has  been 
pieafed  to  fay,  that  he  comes  for- 
ward in  this  profecution  as  the  real 
advocate  for  the  liberty  of  the  preU, 
and  to  protect  a mild  agd  merciful 
government  from  its  licentioufncfs  ; 
and  he  has  been  pieafed  to  add,  that 
the  coitftitution  can  never  be  loll, 
while  its  freedom  remains,  and  that 
its  licentioufnefs  alone  can  deftroy 
that  freedom.  As  to  that,  gentle- 
men, he  might  as  well  have  faid, 
that  there  ■ is  only  one  dilsate  of 
which  a man  can  die  ; and  when  he 
comes  forward  to  extinguilh  this 
paper  in  the  ruin  of  the  printer  by  i 
a (late  profecution,  in  order  to  pre-  I 
vent  its  dying  of  licentioufnels,  you  I 


mud  judge  bow  candidly  he  is  treat- 
ing you  both  in  the  faft  and  in  the 
reafoning.  Is  it  in  Ireland,  gentle- 
men, that  we  are  told  licenricufnefs 
is  the  only  difeafe  that  can  be  mor- 
tal to  the  prefs  ? Has  he  heard  of 
nothing  elfe  that  has  been  fatal  to 
the  freedom  of  publication?  I 
know  not  whether  the  printer  of  the 
Northern  Star  may  have  heard  of 
fuch  things  in  his  captivity,  hut  I 
know  that  his  wife  and  his  children 
are  well  appriled  that  a prels  may 
be  deftroyed  in  the  open  day,  not  by 
it)  own  licentioufnefs,  but  by  the 
licentioufnefs  of  a military  force. 
As  to  the  fmcerity  of  the  declaration 
that  the  (late  has  profecuted  in  or- 
der to  aflert  the  freedom  of  the 
prefs,  it  darts  a train  of  thought, 
melancholy  retrofpect  and  direful 
I profpecl,  to  which  I did  not  think 
j the  learned  counfel  would  have 
wilhed  to  commit  their  minds.  It 
| leads  you  naturally  to  reflect  at 
i what  times,  from  what  motives,  and 
with  vvliat  confequences  the  govern- 
ment has  difplaved  its  patriotifm 
j by  thefe  fort  of  profecutions.  As 
to  the  motives  ; does  hiftory  give 
you  a lingle  inftmee  in  which  the 
(late  has  been  provoked  to  thefe 
conflifts,  except  by  the  fear  of  truth 
and  the  love  of  vengeance ? Have 
you  ever  feen  the  rulers  of  any 
country  bring  forward  a profecution 
from  motives  of  filial  piety,  for  libels 
upon  their  departed  anceilors  ? Did 
you  read  that  Elisabeth  direfted  any 
of  thofe  date  ptpfecutions  againd 
the  libels  which  the  divines  of  her 
times  had  written  againd  her  Ca- 
tholic Siller,  or  againd  the  other  li- 
bels which  the  fame  gentlemen  had 
written  againd  her  Protedant  La- 
ther ? No,  gentlemen,  we  read  of 
no  fuch  thing;  but  we  know  (lie 
did  bring  forward  a profecution 
from  motives  of  perfonai  refentment 
— we  know  that  a jury  was  found 
time-ferving  and  mean  enough  to 
give  a verdict  which  (he  was  aiham- 
ed  to  carry  into  effect.  I faid  that 
the  learned  counfel  drew  you  back 
to  the  times  that  hav*  been  marked 
by  thefe  miferable  conflifts.  I fee 
you  turn  your  thoughts  to  the  pages 
of  governmental  abandonment*  of 
popular  degradation,  of  expiring  li- 
berty, of  mercilefs  and  Sanguinary 
perfecution,  to  that  miferable  pe- 
riod, in  which  the  fallen  and  abjeft 
date  of  man,  might  have  been  almod 
an  argument  in  the  mouth  of  an  A- 
theift  and  the  blaiphemer,  againd 
the  exiftence  of  an  all  jull  all  wife 
bird  Caul’e,  if  the  glorious  era  of 
the  revolution  that  followed  it,  had 
not  refufed  the  impious  inference, 
by  diewing  that  if  man  defeends,  it 
is  not  in  his  own  proper  motion  ; 
that  it  is  with  labor  and  with  pain, 
and  that  he  can  continue  to  fink 
only,  until  by  the  force  and  prelfiire 
of  tlie  defeent,  the  fpringof  his  ini 
mortal  faculties  accufes  that  recu- 
perative energy  and  effort  that  hur- 
ries him  as  many  miles  aloft.  It  is 
at  that  period,  that  the  date  feeks 
for  ihelter  in  the  deftruftion  of  the 
prefs  ; it  is  in  a period  like  that, 
that  the  tyrant  prepares  for  the  at- 
tack upon  the  people,  bydeftroying 
the  liberty  of  the  prefs  ; by  taking 
away  that  dtield  of  wifdom  and  of 
virtue,  behind  which,  the  people  are 
invulnerable  ; in  whole  pure  and 
polilhed  convex  ’ere  the  lifted  blow 
has  fallen,  he  beholds  Ills  image,  and 
is  turned  into  done.  It  is  at  thofe 
periods  that  the  honed  mail  dare  not 
fpeak,  becaufe  truth  is  tOo  dreadful 
to  be  told.  It  is  then  the  projd 
man  fcorns  to  fpeak,  but  like  a phy- 
fician  balded  by  the  wayward  ex- 
celfes  of  a dying  patient,  retires  in- 
dignantly from  the  bed  of  anuiihap- 
py  wretch  whofe  ear  is  too  falli- 
dious  to  bear  the  found  of  whole- 
forae  advice,  whofe  palate  is  too  de- 
bauched to  bear  the  falutary  bitter 
of  the  medicine  that  might  redeem 
him,  and  therefore  leaves  him  to  the 
felenious  piety,  of  the  flavts.  that 
talk  to  him  of  life,  anddiip  him  be- 
fore he  is  cold.

known  the  charge  upon  which  Mr. 
Orr  was  apprehended,  the  charge  of 
abjuring  that  bigotry  which  had 
torn  and  difgraced  his  country,  of 
pledging  himfelf  to  reltore  the  peo- 
ple of  his  country  to  their  place  in 
the  conllitution,  and  of  binding  him- 
felf  never  to  be  the  betrayer  of  his 
fellow  laborers  in  that  enterprife  ; 
that  you  had  feen  him  upon  that 
charge  removed  from  his  indudrv, 
and  confined  in  a gaol,  that  through 
11  the  flow  and  lingering  progrefs  of 
| twelve  tedious  months  you  had  feen 


him  confined  in  a dungeon,  (hut  out 
from  the  common  life  of  air  and  his 
own  limbs;  that  day  after  day  you! 
had  marked  the  unhappy  captive, 
cheered  by  no  found  but  the  cries  of 
his  family,  or  the  clinking  of  chains  ; 
that  you  had  feen  him  at  lad  brought 
to  his  trial  ; that  you  had  feeil  the 
vile  and  perjured  informer  depoling 
againd  his  life  ; that  you  had  feen 
the  drunken,  and  worn  our,  and  ter- 
rified jury  give  in  a verdift  of  death, 
that  you  had  feen  the  fame  jury, 
when  their  returning  fobritty  had 
brought  back  their  confidences, 
prolirate  themfelves  before  the  hu- 
manity of  the  bench,  and  pray  that 
the  mercy  of  the  crown  might  fave 
their  characters  from  the  reproach 
of  an  involuntary  crime,  their  con- 
fidences from  the  torture  of  eternal 
felf-condemnation,  and  their  fouls 
from  the  indeliable  dains  of  innocent 
blood.  Let  me  luppofe  that  you 
had  feen  the  refpite  given,  and  that 
contrite  and  honed  recommendation 
tranfraitted  to  the  feat,  where  mer- 
cy was  prefumed  to  dwell ; that  new,  j 
and  before  unheard  of  crimes,  are 
difeovered  againd  the  informer, 
that  the  royal  mercy  feems  to  relent, 
and  that  a new  refpite  is  fent  to  the 
prifoner,  that  time  is  taken,  as  the 
learned  council  for  the  crown  has 
exprefled  it,  to  fee  whether  mercy 
could  be  extended  or  not  ! that  af- 
ter that  period  of  lingering  dcl'be- 
ration  palled,  a third  reprieve  is 
tranfmitied  ; that  the  unhappy  cap- 
tive himfelf  feels  the  cheering  hope 
of  being  retlored  to  a family  that 
he  adored,  to  a character  that  he  had 
never  Itained,  and  to  a country  that 
he  had  ever  loved  ; that  you  had 
feen  his  wife  and  children  upon 
their  knees,  giving  thefe  tears  to 
gratitude,  which  their  locked  ami 
frozen  hearts  could  not  give  to  an- 
guilli  and  del'pair,  and  imploring  the  : 
hlelfings  of  eternal  Providence  upon  j 
liia  head,  who  had  gracionlly  fpared. 
the  father,  and  redored  him  to  his 
children.  “ Alas  ! no  wife,  nor 
children  more  (hall  behold,  no  friends 
nor  facred  home  1”  No  feraph  mer- 
cy unbars  his  dungeon,  and  leads 
him  forth  to  life  and  light,  but  the 
minider  of  death  hurries  him  to  the 
icene  of  fullering  and  of  fiiame  ; 
where,  unmoved  by  the  liollile  ar- 
ray of  artillery  and  armed  men  col- 
lected together,  either  to  fcctire  or 
ir.fult  ordidurb  him,  he  dies  with  a 
lolemn  declaration  of  his  innocence, 
and  utters  his  lad  breath  in  a pray- 
er for  the  liberty  of  hik  country. — 
Let  me  now  alkyou,  if  any  of  you 
had  addreffed  the  public  ear  upon 
fo  foul  and  mendrous  a fubjeft,  in 
what  language  would  you  have  con- 
veyed the  feelings  of  horror  and  in- 
dignation ? Wouid  you  have  Hoop- 
ed to  the  raeannefs  of  qualified  com- 
plaint ? Would  you  have  been  mean 
enough  : but  I entreat  your  forgire- 
nefs.  I do  not  think  meanly  of 
you  ; had  I thought  fo  meanly  of 
you  1 could  not  differ  my  mind  to 
commune  with  you  as  it  has  done  , 
had  I thought  you  that  bale  and  vile 
indrument,  attuneuby  hope  and  by 
fear  inis  difesrd  and  fiillhooi,  from 
whofe  vulgar  firing  no  groan  of  dif- 
fering could  vibrate,  no  voice  of  in- 
tegrity or  honor  could  fpeak,  let  me 
honedly  tell  you  I Ihould  have  fcorn- 
ed  to  fling  my  hand  acrofs  it;  I 
Ihould  have  left  it  t®  fitter  minllrels  ; 
if  1 do  not  therefore  grofsly  err  in 
my  opinion  of  vou,  I could  ule  no 
language  upon  fuch  a fubjeft  as  this,  j 
that  in  nil  not  lag  behind  the  rapidi- 
ty of  your  feelings,  and  that  would 
not  difgrace  thofe  feelings,  if  it  at- 
tempted to  deferibe  them. 

Gentlemen,  I am  not  unconfcious 
that  the  learned  eounfel  for  the 
crown  feemed  to  addrels  you  with 
the  confidence  of  a very  different 
kind  ; lie  feemed  to  expeel  a kind  of 
refpeftful  fympathy  from  you  with 
the  feelings  of  the  cadle,  and  the 
griefs  of  chided  authority.  Perhaps, 
gentlemen,  he  mav  know  yon  better 
than  1 do  ; if  he  does,  he  has  fpoken 
as  he  ought  ; he  has  been  right  in 
telling  you,  that  if  the  reprobation 
of  this  writer  is  weak,  it  is  becaule 
his  genius  could  not  make  it  Itrong- 
er  ; he  has  been  right  in  telling  you 
that  his  language  lias  not  been  brai- 
ded and  fedooned  as  elegant  as  it 
might  ; that  he  has  not  pinched  the 
miferable  plaits  of  his  phrafeologv 
nor  placed  his  patches  and  feathers 
with  that  correftnefs  of  millenary, 
which  become  fo  exalted  a charact- 
er. If  you  agree  with  him,  gentle- 
men of  the  jury,  if  you  think  that 
the  man  who  at  the  hazard  of  bis 
own  life,  to  refeue  from  the  deep 


the  drowned  ^ honor  of  Ids  country, 
mull  not  prefume  upon  the  great  fa- 
miliarity ot  plucking  it  up  by  the 
locks,  I have  no  more  to  fay  ; do  a 
courteous  thing.  Upright  and  ho- 
ned  jurors,  find  a civil  and  obliging 
verdict  againd  the  printer!  "and 
when  you  have  done  lo,  march  thro’ 
the  ranks  ol  your  lellow  citizens  to 
your  own  homes,  and  baiir  their 
locks  as  you  pal's  along;  retire  to 
the  bofoai  of  your  families  and  \ .,Ur 
children,  and  when  you  are  prefixing 
over  the  morality  of  the  paternal 
board  tell  thofe  infants  who  are  to 
be  the  future  men  of  Ireland,  the 
hiltory  of  this  day— Form  their 
young  minds  by  your  precepts,  and 
confirm  thofe  precepts  by  your  own 
example  ; teach  them  how  clifcreet- 
;y  allegiance  may  be  perjured  on 
toe  table, ^ or  loyalty  be  ioilworn 
in  the  jury  box;  and  when vuu  have 
done  lo,  tell  them  the  dory  of  Orr  ; 
tell  them  of  his  captivity,  of  his 
children,  of  his  crime,  of  his  hopes, 
of  kis  difappointments,  of  his  cour- 
age, and  of  his  death  ; and  when 
you  find  your  little  hearers  hanghv 
trorn  your  lips,  when  you  lee  their 
eyes  overflowing  with  fympathy  and 
forrow,  and  their  young  hearts  our  fl- 
ing with  tile  pangs  of  anticipated, 
orphanage,  tell  them  that  you  had 
the  boldnel's  and  jullice  to  Itigmatize 
the  monlter — who  had  dared  to 
publifli  the  trail  faction  1 

Merciful  God  1 what  is  the  dat« 
of  Ireland,  and  where  (hall  you  find 
the  wretched  inhabitant  of  this 
land?  You  may  find  him  perhaps 
in  a gaol,  the  only  place  of  fecurity; 
I had  almod  faid  of  habitation  ; 
you  may  lee  him  flying  from  the 
flames  of  his  own  dwelling  ; or  you 
may  find  his  bones  bleaching  on  ihe 
green  fields  of  his  country  ; or  he 
may  be  found  tolling  upon  the  oceart 
and  mingling  his  groans  with  thofe 
tempefls  Ids  lavage  than  his  perfe- 
cutors,  that  drift  him  to  a returnlefs 
dillance  from  h;s  family  and  hi* 
home.  And  yet  with  thefe  fads 
ringing  in  the  ear  and  daring  in  the 
lace  ol  the  profecutor,  yon  are  call- 
ed upon  to  fay,  on  your  oaths,  that 
thele  facts  do  not  exiit.  You  are 
called  upon  in  defiance  of  lhame,  or 
truth,  or  honorj  to  deny  thefufTcr- 
ings  undeh  which  you  groan,  and  to 
flatter  the  perfecution  that  tramples 
you  under  foo' . 

I fpeak  of  what  your  own  eyes 
have  teen  day  after  day,  during  the 
couile  of  his  commiflion  from  the 
box  where  you  are  now  fitting  ; the 
number  of  horrid  mifereants  who  a- 
vowtid  upon  their  oaths  that  they 
had  come  from  the  very  feat  of  go- 
vernment ;— from  the  callle,  where 
they  had  been  worked  upon  by  the 
fear  of  death  and  the  hopes  of  coia- 
pentaiion  to  give  the  evidence  a- 
gainlt  their  fellows,  that  the  mild 
and  wholefome  councils  of  this  go- 
vernment are  holden  over  catacombs 
of  living  death,  where  the  wretch 
that  is  buried,  a man,  lies,  till  his 
heart  has  time  to  feller  and  dilfolve, 
and  is  then  dug  up  as  a witnefs. 

Is  this  fancy  or  is  it  fadth  Have 
you  net  feen  him  after  his  refurrec- 
tlon  from  that  tomb,  make  his  ap- 
pearance upon  the  table,*  the  liv- 
ing image  of  life  and  death,  and  the 
fupi  em_  arbiter  of  both  ? Have  you 
not  marked  when  lie  entered,  how 
the  dormy  wave  of  the  multitude  re- 
tired at  his  approach?  Have  you 
not  marked  how  the  human  h.art 
bowed  to  the  fupremacy  of  his  pow- 
er, in  the  undilfembled  homage  of 
deferential  horror  ? How  his  glance 
like  the  lightning  of  Heaven,  fee- til- 
ed to  rive  the  h*iv  of  the  accufed, 
and  mark  it  for  the  grave,  while  his 
voice  warned  the  devoted  wretch  of 
woe  and  death  ; a death  which  no 
innocence  can  efcape,  no  art  elude, 
no  force  refill,  no  antidote  prevent  ; 
there  was  an  antidote — a Juror’® 
oath — but  even  that  adamantine 
chain  that  bound  the  integrity  of 
man  to  the  throne  of  eternal  jultice, 
is  folved  and  melted  in  the  breath 
that  fifties  from  the  informer’s 
mouth ; confidence  fwings  from  her 
mooring,  and  the  appalled  and 
affrighted  Juror,  consults  his  own 
fafety  in  the  iurreuder  of  the  vic- 
tim.
